Commander Richard E. Byrd’* 
great scientific adventure in the 
laboratory of the skies was draw­ 
ing to a successful termination 
this afternoon as the monoplane 
America skirted Ireland and ap­ 
proached the coast of 
France.

made across the ocean it was esti­ 
mated that the plane would drop 
down to Le Bourget field at Paris 
about 5:30 o’clock eastern day­ 
light time.

set new records for 
keeping in
